An  Act  to  extend  the  Malabar  Compensation 
for  Tenants  Improvements  Act,  1899,  with 
certain  modifications  to  the  Gudalur  taluk 
of  the  NHgiri  district. 

Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  extend  the  provisions  of  the 
Malabar  Compensation  for  Tenants  Improvements  <tTamii 
Act,  1899,  with  certain  modifications,  to  the  Gudalur  Nadu] 
taluk  of  the  Nilgiri  district ; of 

And  wherbas  the  previous  sanction  of  the  Governor- 
General  has  been  obtained  to  the  passing  of  this  Act  ; 

It  is  hereby  enacted  as  follows  : — 

1.  (1)  This  Act  may  be  called  the  Gudalur  Compen- 
sation for  Tenants  Improvements  Act,  1931. 

(2)  It  extends  to  the  whole  of  the  Gudalur  taluk  of 
the  Nilgiri  district.

This  Act  was  deemed  to  have  been  repealed  in  its  application  to 
j aamam  estates  with  effect  on  and  from  the  date  appointed  by  the 
State  Government  under  sub-section  (4)  of  section  1 of  the  Gudalur 
Janmam  Estates  (Abolition  and  Conversion  into  Ryotwari)  Act, 
1969  (Tamil  Nadu  Act  24  of  1969)  and  save  as  otherwise  expressly 
provided  in  the  said  Act ; and  every  janmam  estate  stood  transferred 
to  the  Government  and  all  enactments  applicable  to  tyotwari  lands 
applied  to  such  estate.

paragraph  shall  be  inserted,  namely  : — 

* Nothing  in  any  contract  made  before  the 
coming  into  force  of  the  Gudalur  Compensation  for 
Tenants  Improvements  Act,  1931,  shall  take  away  or 
limit  the  right  of  a tenant  to  make  improvements 
‘[Tamil  after  the  commencement  of  the  Malabar  Tenancy 
£“tduJ  (Amendment)  Act,  1951,  and  to  claim  compensation 
xxxm  for  them  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
or  1961.  Act.’] 

(5)  in  section  20  of  the  said  Act,  after  the  words 
‘construed  as’  the  words  ‘entitling  any  person  to 
claim  compensation  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
for  any  improvements  made  before  the  coming  into 
force  of  this  Act  or  as’  shall  be  inserted.
